Pool—Spalding Case. 


The first case tried was that of Hal. 


Pool vs. Howard Spalding, being an 
action in assumpsit for a balance on a 
horse deal. C. H. Duncan for plaintiff 
and Wm. Hersh for defendant. The 
case began on Wednesday and was 
not finished until Thursday afternoon. 
The plaintiff Hal. Pool alleged that an 
employee of defendant, a man named 
McSherry, came to bis place aud got a 
pair of horses from him and that price 
agreed ou was $250.00, that uoMiiug 
was said about condition of horses, 
McSherry saying we know all about 
these horses. $20. was paid down for 
the horses. Next day Mr. Spalding 
sent his check for $230. Later he stop- 
ped payment on this check, as he al- 
laged upon his discovery that one of 
the horses was dumb. Thin Horse was 
returned one night aud placed in sta- 
ble of Pool. Afterwards $95 was paid 
to Pool.

toward him. Tbat hi* burse took frij-bl 
aud lie was thrown out. fulling mi 
wheel aud was hurt. Tbat he \va^ car- 
ried to house of George Hess nearby 
aud later iu day to house of George K. 
Scuultz, where lie remained six or 
seven days before he could be taken to 
bis home aud that he was under care 
of Dr. mtdebrand ot Biglerville for 
several mouths, and that one of the re- 
sults of the accident WHS a hernia 
which would injure his earning power 
permanently.

W. C. Sheely, Esq., will 
i'oTlow for the plaiutifl, after which 
Court will charge jury and it will be 
late Tuesday afternoon before jury will 
have case and can go at the task of 
making up a verdict.
